me The dazzling array 
of the 

ea American Gemstone 
Jewelry Collection 
opens August 10 
in the Academy’s 
Gem Room. Over one 
million dollars in 
gems and gold 

will be on display 

through October 10, 1980 courtesy of 
the American Gem Society. The collection 
is meant to help increase Americans’ 
understanding and appreciation of native 
gemstones and toward this end has been 
on a nationwide tour of major cities in the 
U.S. before going to its permanent home at 
the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, 
D.C. 


31 pieces of jewelry have been designed by 
Coty Award winner, Aldo Cipullo, using 18 
karat gold and a wide variety of native 
American gemstones including pearls from 
oyster beds in Indiana, rubies and 
sapphires mined in Montana, and the most 
flawless and valuable diamond ever 
unearthed in the U.S. from Arkansas. 
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The Academy’s mineralogy staff has, when 
possible, displayed an uncut natural 
specimen next to the cut and polished 
gemstones which are set in beautiful and 
sometimes fanciful designs. 


Afghanistan, a new exhibit of color 
photographs by well known photographer 
and Academy scientist Dr. Edward S. Ross 
opens August 1 in Cowell Hall. Landlocked 
Afghanistan is bounded on the west by 
Iran, to the south and east by Pakistan and 
China, and to the north by Russia. Dr. 
Ross’ scenic photographs reflect the 
diversity of terrain of this beautiful country 
— the romantic Khyber Pass, the deserts 
and green valleys, and his portraits of the 
people reveal the genetic imprint of all the 
races that have invaded, and colonized the 
country.

This month we would like you to welcome 
two of the newest members of the 
Academy’s family, Stephen and Paula 
Benedict, creators of Lights Fantastic, the 
exciting, new light energy concert by Eye 
See The Light, Inc. 


Steve, who has been fascinated with elec- 
tronics since early childhood and who is 
president and founder of his Lansing, 


Michigan company began research and 
development for his first ‘Eye See The 
Light Show” in 1968 after a major 
resurgence of light shows had occurred on 
the west coast and in New York. At that 
time, these light shows were used mainly 
as backdrops for bands and rock groups. 
With friends working for free, and with bor- 
rowed and rented equipment Steve pro- 
duced his first ‘‘Eye See The Light” show 
in June of that year. From there the show 
was booked with talent agencies and was 
used by many bands including Linda Rond- 
stadt and the Stone Ponies. The first 
planetarium show, which used both live 
musicians and a light show, was produced 
for the Abrams Planetarium at Michigan 
State University in 1970. 


Steve and Paula met at the Abrams 
Planetarium, when Paula was working part- 
time while studying for her masters in 
speech therapy. She taught speech until 3 
years ago when she joined the light show. 


Lights Fantastic requires three people to 
perform. First is the laserist, Steve, who 
works and maintains the laser. As each 
show is performed live, it is never the same 
twice — the visuals that go with the music 
are created at that time by Steve. Second, 
is the incandescent operator, Paula, who 
works two control consoles and produces 
all the other special effects such as 
kaleidoscopes, lumias, film, liquid light and 
multi-colored strobes. These consoles 
resemble a piano or a typewriter with each 
button representing a light. Finally, there is 
the console operator, a staff member of the 
Morrison Planetarium, who works the 
planetarium special effects. As the show 


evolves the music will change. The eclectic 
program of music, at present, includes:
